Justice Bickerton. Before intro- 
ducing a resolution of condolence 
that had been prepared by a com- 
mittee of the Bar, Mr. Smith de- 
sired to say a few words about the 
deceased. 


May it please I he Court, we have 
known our departed brother for many 
years, and our relations with him 
have beeu pleasant. la thinking of 
him and of bis life, his relations with 
us and ours with him there is no one 
quality which has left a deeper im- 
pression oo my mind than bis un- 
failing courtesy. Justice Bickerton 
was a gentleman at heart; and in the 
course of trials where more or less 
feeling was excited, where there were 
disappointments, where of necessity 
advocates appearing before the Cour 
had to meet disappointments, he neve 
failed to treat all with gentleness an< 
with forbearance. He had not ha( 
the advantages that some have bat 
in his early life, the advantages o 
legal training, but he bad a wonder- 
fully good common sense. He had a 
gentleness of heart which made bis 
relations not only with the members 
of the Bar, bat with the jurors 
the parties who came before the 
Court pleasant I think it can be 
safely said that he never uoneeessarl 
ly injured the feeling* of anyone. 
It 
is fitting on occasions of this nature 
for us to pause and remember that 
we, each of us in our tarn mast leave 
all these associations, all these rela- 
tions which are so dear to us and 
moat appear before that higher Court. 
It is a matter and perhaps not inap- 
propriate to refer to on tnis occasion, 
a matter of congratulation that the

Court and also tbe Circuit Courts 
in their relations, to the Bar pur- 
sued a course wbloh has tended to 
elevate the Bar.

Mr. Blckerton'8 integrity, impartiality 
and fair dealing. 


And I certainly have never observed 
anything of that sort in my long ac- 
quaintance with him. It appears to 
ne that he had excellent sense and 
tact In tbe affairs of men ; in dealing 
with men, excellent tact also. A 
knowledge of law alone* is very well, 
}dt is not enough either for a practi- 
;ioner or for a judicial officer. More 
than that is required for successful 
practice or administration of the law. 
: think those requisites of tact, of 
common sense and of knowledge of 
men were possessed in a very eminent 
degree by Mr. Justice Bickerton. He 
ilso, it appeared to me, was in tbe 
iabit,of making a careful study of the 
acts la the cases before him, a simple 
enough thing to do, but still a thing 
which a great many do not do. 
I think be was in the habit of study 
ing tbe evidence and formulating tbe 
facts fn tbe case with a great deal of 
care and Industry and precision; and 
for constant and careful consideration 
of all the statutes and rules of practice 
and the decisions of tbe Courts here 
which bore or might bear upon tbe 
case la band, I think be was never 
failing. '• Certainly he left nothing to 
be desired la bis record as an honest 
roan, as a good citizen and as a fair 
judge, and I am happy in the-e brief 
words to express my view to that 
effect. 


Charles Creighton:—If Tour Honor 
please so much baa been said that I 
may almost say that the ground has 
been entirely covered, but I desire to 
eay a few words in order to express 
my sorrow at tbe loss of Justice Bick- 
erton, a gentleman whom I knew well 
and intimately not only as a jurist 
but in social life. As a Jurist I met 
bim first, my first acquaintance with 
blm being when be was on tbe Police 
Bench of Honolulu. After that be 
was promoted to the Supreme Bench 
under tbe old system of practice when 
tbe Justices of the Supreme Court sat 
at nisi prlus and travelled on the cir- 
cuit. I have bad tbe pleasure on 
nany occasions to travel wltb Justice 
Bickerton to tbe other islands on ctr- 
uit. 
I have been bis pnest on tb« 


>ther Island* and in San Fr»bcfsco. I 
lave seen him under all rircum- 
etauce*, when be was ill and under 
the most trying circumstance?, and I 
must say tbarl have never s>>«n him 
ail in that courtesy and gentle treat- 
ment to members of ihe bar forwbioh 
he was noted. As has beeu remarked by 
he getitlemen wbo have preceded 
me, I think, a< Mr. Brown said, as a 
rial Judge it baa beeu remarked very 
•ften by the members of tbe bar, no 
matter bo* trying, tio matter how 
annoying, no matter bow long and 
wearisome the case may have beeu, 


still matntaiued tbat 
uniform 
manner and courtesy, no matter how 
II be may have been. I remember 
he circumstances of one case when I 
was Deputy Attorney-General, the 
ca<e lasting several dayn ami Mr 
Justice Bickerton at tbat time being 
111, and yet uotwithstauding bU sick- 
ness aud whlub I presume was the one 
be had been suffering from for years 
and which gradually increased and 
practically luduced his death, he re- 
mained in the court room which was 
then below, until 5 o'clock lu tbe 
morning. 
Huuabera of incidents of 


tbat sort I have observed with him, 
and I must say tbat I wish to record 


my entire sympathy with tbe Court 
aud with bia family aud with tbe Bar 
at tbe loss that we have sustained. 


Judge Whiting.—Bretben I would 


add a few words ia regard to one 
whose loss we all mourn. I cannot 
say tbat he was a life long friend, but 
for many Hawaiian life here he was a 
friend from the time I may say when 
I lauded, now going on fifteen years; 
and not only was be a friend, but he 
was a true friend. 
I have known for 
years of his having this sickness, it 
dated back some years, I think some 
14 years ago when be was first trou- 
bled with what eventually carried 
him off, that is an organic disease. 
At times he was more affected with it 
than others, but he concealed it for a 
long period. His suffering at times 
was acute but he bore It with the 
cheerful hope of Improving and get- 
ting over it until the latter part of bis 
life. 
It is undoubted that bia knowl- 
edge of the world and of men and his 
great common sense enabled him to 
apply tbe law with the facts io a clear 
and just way. You cannot, any of 
you feel his loss more I believe than 
I, and I wish to go on record aa one of 
those of his friends who greatly mourn 
at bis loss. 


Chief Justice Judd:—Judge Bicker- 
ton is tbe seventh of my colleagues 
wbo have passed away during my 
incumbency of this Bench which be- 
gan nearly twenty-two years ago. The 
thought is Impressive and especially 
saddening to me. Judge Bickerton 
came to these islands in 1874 and im- 
mediately sought employment and be- 
came manager in turn of the Wallua 
and Kaalaea sugar plantations. He than 
gained much experience of Hawaiian 
affairs, as well as knowledge of the 
Hawaiian language. Soon after giv- 
ing up plantation life he bega» tbe 
study of law here and was admitted to 
the Bar, upon examination OD the 31st 
of May, 1877. He was quick to learn 
from others, and being facile in speech, 
was quite successful as a Jury lawyer, 
having the patronage of several large 
business houses. Besides serving; In 
several legislatures where be displayed 
bis inherent honesty and Independ- 
ence be served as Police Justice of 
Honolulu, from August 16th, 1884, to 
December 26th, 1886, when be was 
appointed a Justice of this Court. All 
will admit that be was a 'remarkably 
good Police Justice. As a member of 
this Court for nine years bis charac- 
teristics were, perfect boaeoty, fidelity 
to duty, common sense- and a conser- 
vative view of affairs. He was affable 
and of a nappy disposition, a faithful 
father and an affectionate husband. 
He bore with patience and resignation 
tbe lingering and wasting disease tbat 
was long ago fastened upon him'. His 
dignity, self respect and unimpeach- 
able character are worthy of imita- 
tion. His life is a record of what a 
mail can do in the profession of law 
without the aid of a University edu- 
cation or a law school, applying him- 
self patiently to all tbe facilities with- 
in his reach until be attained the goal 
of securing tbe respect of his fellow 
men and tbe approbation of God. 


Let tbe resolutions be recorded. In 
honor to tbe memory of our deceased 
First Ai-soolate tbis Court will adjourn 
uutil tomorrow morning.

SOLUTION OF ALL DIFFICULTIES. 


Plan Explained In Detail to Attoruej 


General Smith—Wage Rates Mx«x 
liy Government Engineer - Labo 
Bureau Furnish 
Laborers, 
Ktc 


The Premier of New Zealand in 


an interview ^ith Attorney-Gen 
eral W. 0. Smith made the follow 
ing explanations of the system 
which is well worth ponderini 
over. It shows how much though 
and care the government give tc 
the governed. The Premier said 
in reply to a question from Mr 
Smith. 


We have another system which 


might prove useful to yon, and tbat i 
in connection with the carrying on o 
oar public works. We call it "the 
co-operative works system." 
We 


found here, after many years in the 
construction of oar railways and large 
public works, tbat we got a certain 
class of contractor, who, when sue 
cessful in bis tender, naturally em 
ployed only the strongest and ables 
workmen he could engage. Conse- 
quently the older and weaker class o 
men could not get an hour's work on 
our contracts, aud they became knock 
abouts on the stations or in the towns 
or had to compete in the towns in the 
labor market. 
This, of course, was a 


very undesirable state of things 
Well, in 1891 we abolished the old 
contract system altogether, and inau- 
gurated the system of co-operative 
works. We get our engineer to fix 
the value of the work, and bow mach 
it will take to pay expert laborers 8s. 
per day, and tbe amount is fixed per 
mile or per yard on tbat basis 
Then we allow a little over tbst for 
what was originally tbe contractor's 
profits. Each mile is then divided 
into four or five sections, and in allot- 
ting the .work the married mes in tbe 
particular locality where the work is 
going OD have toe preference. Some 
of them .may never have handled « 
.plefc or *hpvel before. Tbeae own ap- 
pjy tbjongD what ie called tbe "labor 
traresu." ftUKftft^out of work In a 
district go to -the »g*nt of tbe labor 
bureau and haretheir names entered 
upon the list as being in want of em- 
ployment When the officer in charge 
of the work requires some men be 
eends down to tbe labor bureau agent, 
and says: "Send me up fifty men for 
this particular work." The men who 
are selected then form their own par- 
ties. At the inception of tbe scheme 
tbe idea I had was to get the strong 
men to work with the weaker labor- 
ers, bat I found that human nature 
was, as usual, selfish. A section of 
railway was in course of construction 
at Westport, on which some four bun 
dred men were working, and the en- 
gineer was instructed to divide the 
earnings equally among the number, 
but I was not long in finding out (bat 
tbe young men did not care to work 
with the older men. I had therefore to 
amend tbe system, and allow the 
parties to form 
themselves. 
Tbe 


youug and strong men get together, 
and 
ttie older tneu form parties 


amongst themselves by mutual agree- 
ment. You will find that the first- 
class men will make 8s. per day, and, 
perhaps, a fraction over. The engineer, 
of course, fixes the value at a fair 
value to the state and to th« men. 
Second cla-s men will make 6s. per 
day, and thlr.i class men 4s. per day. 
Previously, ibe latter were a class of 
workmen who could get no employ- 
ment at all, and they are satisfied with 
the wages, as they know tha' is all 
they are worth. 
The inferior labor 


does tint cost the state any more, al- 
though it takes the men longer to do 
the work. 
Tbe rate of pay for the 


work is flxeil at what is callrtl a " liv- 
ing wapp " Before this sjsttm was 
started the men congregated in the 
big cities, where there was no work of 
any kind for them to do 
They be- 


came disorganized and dis°olute, and 
often committed breaches of the law 
\Ve have stopped all that uow. Toe 
men apply to tbe Labor Bureau, and 
are sent away -into the country. I 
bave known men who never handled 
a pick or shovel before they went on 
to the co-operative works earn 2s. 6fl. 
per day or la. per day for a start, and, 
after a couple of months' work, made 
their 5s. per day. They are then able 
to send a little toward the support of 
their wives and families.

The 
officers reported that the schooner 
came close to the shore at Lana 
two hours after they landed and 
showed a number of signals, bul 
no answer being received put of 
again in the direction of Maui. It 
was impossible for the officers to 
follow, as no headway could be 
made in a small boat. Deputy 
Sheriff Baldwin was still at Lanai 
when the news was sent down by 
the Hall. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the strange schooner 
sighted by the Hawaii is the same 
seen at Kauai several days ago and 
which the tug Eleu was sent out to 
capture. 


Captain Peterson of the James 


Makee, which arrived last night, 
brought further news of the Eleu 
and the strange schooner. 
He 


reports having left Hanamaula 
Friday morning 
at 8 o'clock. 


The tug was seen a short distance 
:rom that place, and from what 
Daptain Peterson heard before-leav- 
.ng, the Eleu would leave shortly 
after departure of the Makee. 
Shortly after leaving Hanamaula,

schooner, but did not think she

ATHLETIC OBTESTS NEW YEAR'S. 


Teacbers Uegrret the Ilotlrement of In- 


speotor-Geueitil Atkinson—Baseball 
and other Ilecreatlon Sports—Tennis 
Players Entertained—Socials Given. 


MAUI, Dec. 14.—The flret and moat 


Important case that engaged the at- 
tention of the Circuit Court at Lahai- 
na waa that of Henry Iwiena, the 
"Walluku policeman who shot and 
killed Ah Qual at Camp 3, Spreckels- 
ville, between 8 and 9 o'clock daring 
Saturday night, August 24th. The 
Chinaman when shot was about thirty 
feet distant, running and trying to 
escape arrest. After two days of trial 
(December 4th and 5th), Iwiena was 
acquitted. W. A. Kinney represent- 
ed the defendant and A. Rosa for the 
prosecution. 


Another case of interest was that of 


the contested will of Mrs. Kaplkl 
Walter, the contestants claiming that 
the signature to the said document 
was a forgery. Daring the day and 
evening of the 6th tilts between the 
attorneys were quite exciting. W. A. 
Kinney had against him Lawyers 
Boss, Chillingworth and Richardson, 
these appearing fof the contestants* 
At 1:20 a. m., the 7th inst., the jury 
brought in a verdict sustaining the 
authenticity of the last will and testa- 
ment. Judge Magoon presided during 
• this trial, as Judge Kalua was dis- 
qualified, the case having previously 
been brought before him. 
Business'before the native jury was 


finished and the, court adjourned 
Thursday afternoon, the 12th lost. 


Judge Kaleikau of Uiupalakua is 
acting in District Magistrate Hele- 
kunibl's position in Wailnku pending 
the trial of the latter, soon to take 
place in Honolulu. 
During Sunday night, the 8th inst., 


at 11:08 o'clock, Maui experienced an 
unusually heavy and prolonged earth- 
quake shook. ItJasted probably be- 
tween twenty and thirty seconds. 
Brio-a-brao was shaken from shelves, 


' arid a denizen of Kulu reported all his 


stone walla laid low. The-night of 
the 8th was-an uncanny one—people 
slept little. -About ten minutes after, 
the first another slight shaking was 
felt, and then at 3:05 Monday morning 
a third shock made itself evident, ***»» 
one beinjr as violent aa tbq first, 'but 
not so prolonged,' coTrnuuins for te£ or 
twelve seconds. Spme people report 
that the first shock lasted for a minute 
or more. 
The Makawao Road Board are busy 


grading and building roads through 
the Kula homestead lands. 


The announcement of A. T. Atkin- 
son's resignation as Inspector-General 
of schools is received with universal 
regret by the teachers of Maui. He 
was not only an efficient inspector but 
the sincere friend of every teacher. 
J. W. Bergstrom, of Honolulu, has 


been employed during the week in 
repairing the pipe organ cf the Pala 
church. 
Mr. Bergstrom set up the 
organ several years ago. 


On Sunday night, the 8th, Deputy- 


Sheriff King stopped a poker game at 
Kaluanul and arrested several young 
Hawaiians well-known in manka Ma- 
kawao. 
A native woman not being 


allowed to come into the game, got 
angry and informed the police. The 
culprits paid a light fine of seven 
dollars each, this being their first 
offense. 
\ Wednesday evening, the lltb, Miss 


IBeckwith entertained some of Maka- 
wao's tennis players at the Sunnyalde 
court. 
Miss Lydia Copp of Makawao Is 
slowly recovering from a long and 
severe illness. 
The Knla boys are talking of having 
some running, jumping and other 
athletic contests on New Year's. 


During Saturday afternoon, the 7th, 
on the grounds near the beach at La- 
haina, a baseball game took place 
between Lahalna and Lahainalnna 
nines. The former was victorious by 
& score of 25 to 24. It is said that the 
Wailnku club will play the Lahalnas 
at Lahaina January 3d. 1896. 
A north wind is considered moat un- 


fortunate by the Labaina natives. No 
fish can be caught when such a wind 
Is blowing. 
Recently the court and jury people 


took away from Lahaina about 100 
bags of cocoanuts. Nearly every tree 
in the village has been stripped of its 
fruit. 
The earthquake shocks of Sunday 
night and Monday morning caused 
pictures to fall from the walls of 
several Lahaina dwellings.

A Bout I'luiisvs Over Falls Toil Feet 


Uleh In the Nortliw&st; 


Tbe development of tbe great North- 


west is sotuetioira attended with peril- 
ous Incident P. The Rainy Lake gold 
fields in Northern Minnesota lie some 
distance from railways, and can be 
reached only via a chain of lakes aud 
rivers, to navigate which little steam- 
boats are used. In running a steam- 
boat from Kalny Lake river to Baiiiy 
Lake, recently, a steamboat waa com- 
pelled to plunge over tails ten feet 
high. 


At the last moment the engineer 


deemed prudence the better part of 
valor aud decided not to make tbe 
perilous trip. So tbe captain fixed a 
wire running from tbe pilot house to 
the engine room and attached It to the 
steam throttle so he could shut 
off 


steam when be desired. Tben casting 
off lines and pulling the throttle wide 
open, wltb a full head of steam on, be 
steered Into tbe current leading to the 
rapids above the falls, which Is 
con- 


fined in a narrow gorge, and where 
tbe water runs with a fearful current. 


With tbe force of tbe current and 


tbe full bead of steam tbe steamboat 
sbot abead with the speed of an ar- 
row, and as the brow of tbe falls was 
reached tbe captain pulled tbe wire to 
shut off steam, the steamboat shot out 
of tbe water full length, exposing tbe 
whole bottom, keel, wheel and rud- 
der, and then dropped Into the boiling, 
swirling water below tbe falls.
